Freeport, III., March 21.—[Special, |—The 
man or men who are responsible for the 
death of Mr. and Mrs, Henry A. Boedeker not 
only knew the house fairly well, but were 
fainiliar with ail the details of the premises, 
including the stone quarry in the rear. No 
stranger could have entered or made his 
escape by the route the murderer evidently 
took. No man not thoroughly acquainted 
with every detail of the way could have 
walked along the ledge of the stone quarry in 
the dark, and it is improbable any stranger 
would have attempted it with almost cer- 
tain death staring him in the face. 

No one who was not familar with the 
premises could have opened the gate that was 
opened either to permit the ingress or egress 
of some one to or from the yard. It isn’t a 
hinged gate, but fits down into a sort of 
groove, and a man might work with it for an 
hour in the dark before’ discovering that the 
oply way to open it was to lift it clear out of 
the groove. It is a light affair and the average 
man would break it or climb over it if he 
wanted to get through and did not understand 
its workings.

tore begins at 6 o’clock in the morning. For 
the last two months the mill has been run- 
ning only half its capacity, the night force 
having been laid off. The loss of life would 
have been very great had the explosion oc- 
curred at any time after 6 in the morning. 
It was fortunate also that but a few people 
had responded to the fire alarm and gotten to 
the mill before the explosion. Many who 
were running to the scene of the fire were 
prostrated by the force of the concussion and 
some of them severely bruised. 

For a good many days Litchfield will afford 
a feast for curiosity-seekers. The sight will 
satisfy even the ‘most curiously inclined. 
Nothing but a pile of ruins and smoking tim- 
bers marks the spot where afew hours ago 
stood one of the greatest manufacturing en- 
terprises Illinois has ever known. Sticks of 
timber scattered all over the country in the 
vicinity of the mill, pifes of brick and stone, 
pieces of machinery wrenched from their 
places and thrown out into the fields, milling 
machines cast fifty and seventy-five yards 
from where they formerly stood, and boilers 
torn from their foundations are but a few of 
the visible evidences of the immeasurable 
power of the explosion. But few of these are 
on record in this country, and these few have 
noted a frightful fatality aid an immense 
amount of disaster to personal property. 

The mill will probably be rebuilt. It was 
originally founded m 1881 by D. L. Wing & 
Co., witha daily capacity of 600 barrels. In 
1883 it was enlarged and changed to the roller 
system, but for two years it did not pay inter- 
est on the investment, being operated scarcely 
half ite time. In January, 188, tne Litch- 
field Milling company, which is controlled by 
the Kehlor Bros., bought the property. The 
Kehlots are practical millers, and at once 
adopted new methods in purchasing wheat 
from the farmers and grain dealers in this 
vicinity. Before that time the local price of 
wheat was based on the Eastern markets, the 
farmers getting whatever the local dealers 
chose to pay them. 

Paid a High Price for Wheat. 

The Kehior Bros. began paying the price 
for cash wheat in the St. Louis market on the 
day of the purchase. Tt was a frequent fact 
that the wheat receipts on many days were 
greater in Litchfield than in either St. Louis 
or Toledo, owing to the enterprise of the 
Kehlor Bros., who were able to give the farm- 
era the benefit of the freight rates between 
Litchfield and St. Louis. In time the Kehlor 
Bros. found it necessary to increase the 
storage capacity of their elevators, so great 
were their receipts, The mills were of the great- 
est benefit not only to the citizens of Litchfield, 
but to the citizens of Montgomery and ad- 
joining counties. The town prospered, the 
farmers waxed fat, and the Kehlor Bros. made 
money hand over fist. Everybody is hoping 
the mills will be rebuilt. Tonight J. B. M. 
Kehlor gave an intimation that so soon as he 
could collect his insurance he would at once 
take steps towards the restoration of his prop- 
2 meantime anybody who is curiously 
inclined can well afford to make a trip to 
Litchfield. It’s a bigger sight than the Niag- 
ara ice bridge or the Ottumwa (Ia.) Corn 
Palace. But it will be many a day before this 
thrifty place recovers from the frightful 
calamity which has befallen it. 

The shock of the explosion was felt at Mas- 
coutah, which is fifty miles away, and at 
Nokomis, Ramsay, and at other point in this 
section of the State.

Mr. Kehlor Owns Several Establishments 
and Has Lost a Number.

Entrance to the house in the 
first place could have been effected in any 
number of ways. The windows were close to 
the ground, and it is impossible to tell whether 
any of them had been forced or not, as most 
of them are burned. The bolt on the cellar 
door is missing also, although the casing is 
there. 
Rumors of People Seen Running. 

There are any number of rumors of people 
having been seen running away from the 
house just before the fire, but it has been im- 
possible to trace them toany trustworthy 
source. One that has come through several 
different channels is that a man and woman 
were seen rushing away. No one knows who 
the man and woman were, but the story. has 
been circulated more freely and has bobbed 
up more frequently than any other, and if only 
from its persistence is entitled to notice, A 
canvass of the neighborhood today failed to 
find anyone who had recognized the pair. In fact 
every one in the neighborhood was in bed and 
asleep when the fire broke out—that is, every 
one but Hermann Sommers and Miss Ellen 
Marks. They did not see any one, but they 
heard someone—but that was long before the 
fire broke out. 

Those who claim to have seen people run- 
ning from the house are nighthawks, who 
were getting home late and those who were 
roused by the fire. Thestory of Miss Marks 
and Mr. Sammers is rather ‘interesting, as 
they are the only ones in the neighborhood 
known to be awake when the fire started. 
They had been to an entertainment in 
the evening, according to Miss Marks, 
and had returned to the house where Miss 
Marks lives with her mother at 11:30 o’clock. 
Mrs. Marks is quite deaf and had gone to bed. 
They passed the Boedeker house on their way 
home and say they noticed nothing wrong. 
Miss Marks, who lives within two or three 
doors of the Boedeker house, invited Mr. 
Sommers to come in.“ Mr. Sommers ac- 
cepted the invitation and went in to talk over 
the entertainment with Miss Marks. 

When Mr. Sommers thought it was time to 
go, according to Miss Marks, voices were 
heard outside the door, and she was imme- 
diately alarmed for his safety. As a result he 
waited until the people who were talking 
moved away. It turns out that Carl Letti 
vinski and C. H. D. Grothe stopped near Miss 
Marks’ house about 1 o’clock. They had a 
short discussion and then moved on. 

Discovered the Fire. 

Possibly an hour later, perhaps a little over 
that, Mr. Sommers decided that it was time 
to go home, according to Miss Marks. When 
he opened the door to go they discovered from 
the reflection that there was a fire only two 
doors from them. Mr. Sommers immediate. 
ly rushed to the fire and Miss Marks went 
back and woke up her mother. Mr. Sommers 
is employed in the Johnson carriage and 
wagon wheel works, just back of the quarry, 
and has not been in Freeport long. 
He boarded with Charles Trunck, a few doo 
from the Boedeker house. Mr. Trunck, who 
was in bed when the fire broke out, discovered 
it some time before Mr. Sommers, who was 
awake, and was there some time ahead of 
him, but was not more industrious in getting 
things out than was Mr. Sommers.

Chance for Recovery. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 21.—[ Special. | 
—Millionaire John W. Mackay bas been for 
four days in the shadow of death, but today 
his prospects for recovery are fair, ‘The pres- 
ent illness is not directly the result of the bul- 
let wound in his back inflicted 
Feb. 24 by Wesley C. Rippey, the half 
mad stock gambler, but indirectly the shoot- 
ing has assisted in bringing bim near his end. 
Up to last Wednesday Mr. Mackay was doing 
nicely. The wound near his spine had not 
healed quite as rapidly as the doctors 
had hoped, put it was getting slong 
satisfactorily. In the dinner served to the 
millionaire last Tuesday night was a dish of 

reen peas, of which he is particularly fond. 

he next day the doctors found him feverish 
and he complained of pains in the abdomen. 
He grew rapidly worse and it was soon 
discovered that one or more of the peas 
had lodged in the vermiform appendix, that 
troublesome cul de sac of the alimentary ca- 
nal, and had started an acute inflammation.

ASSESSMENT OF Iowa RAILROADS, 


State Executive Council Makes Several 
Changes in Taxation. 

Des Moris, Ia., March 21.—(|Special.)—. 
The State Executive Council today completed 
assessment of railroads of the State for purposes. 
of taxation. A number of important changes 
were made Which will cause general discus- 
sion, especially on the part of anti-railroad 
papers. The total assessed value of railroads 
is $44,873,715, an increase of $206,994 over last 
year. Total miles assessed is 8,478. The in- 
crease in miles ovér 1892 is seventy-six. 
The principal changes are in the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
the assessments of its main line being reduced 
$500 a mile. The Chiengo and Great Western 
is raised $600 a mile on all its main lines in 
the State. The Sioux City and Pacific, a 
branch of Chicago and Northwestern, on 
eighty miles secured a reduction of 31,500 4 
mile, being reduced from $7,000 to 8.500 
mile. The Burlington, Cedar Rapids and 
Northern is raised from $38,120 to $3,500 a mile 
on its main line. The other changes are un- 
important. The Council has spent more time 
this year than at any previous time in trying 
to arrive at a just conclusion.

The Finance Committee at Work on the 
Department Appropriations, 

The Finance committee of the City Council 
met in executive session last night, Ald. Me- 
Gillen presiding. The meeting was held to 
consider how best to apportion the revenue of 
the city among the different departments. A 
total appropriation of $14,000,000 had been 
asked for, leaving a deficit of $5,000,000 be. 
tween that amount and the er- 
pected revenue, amounting to $9,000,000. The 
street and alley appropriation was the most 
important in the opinion of the committee. 
and it was decided, if possible, to aliow that 
department the full amount asked for—§$1,250,- 
000. The appropriations for the Departments 
of Public Works, Water, and Police were 
canvassed, and work on the Fire Department 
appropriation was begun. A total reduction 
of $3,000,000 was made. An effort will be 
made by the committee to allow the full 
amount askéd for by Maj. MecClaughry for 
his department. The committee will meet

DEPOSITORIES FOR STATE FUNDS. 


Senator Campbell Offers a Substitute for 
His Bill on This Subject. 

Sprinorizetp, III., March 21.—Senator 
Campbell’s bill providing for the selection of 
depositories for State funds and providing fdr 
the disbursement of the interest accruing 
from the funds came up in the Senate Com- 
mittee on Revenue today.

Some Matters Not “in Evidence” Before 
the Investigating Committee. 

SprRinGFIELD, UL, March 21.—/[Special.}— 
The reforms that have been inaugurated at 
the Joliet Penitentiary are likely to prove 
popular. At least a good impression was cre- 
ated on the minds of the members of the in- 
vestigating committee the latter part of last 
week. Most of the members of the commit, 
tee have said little since their return about 
their entertainment, but it bas leaked out that 
they enjoyed themselves. It seems that the 
cost ot the trip to some of the Senators was 
little less than if they had been stopping 
at the Auditorium Hotel in Chicago, but this 
is not regretted, as what was expended in this 
way by one Senator redounded to the benefit 
of another. In supplying the wants of the in- 
stitution and in purchasing new furniture the 
present Commissioner, it seems, did not for- 
get to lay in a good supply of ivory orna- 
ments of different colors to place upon the 
center table in the state parlor, These, it is 
said, were rather attractive to some of the Sen- 
ators, and a considerable rivalry existed as to 
who could make the greatest number of orna- 
ments stay in one pile. Some were success- 
ful, others were not. 

Another feature of the entertainment that 
caught the committee was a tower closet off 
the state parlor. Each member of the com- 
mittee was furnished witha key so he could 
retire to this tower and brace his shattered 
nerves when some particularly shocking evi- 
dence was introduced.

Argue About Funeral Expenses. 

The Public Service committee of the County 
Roard beld a long session yesterday afternoon at 
which the main subject of discussion was the 
right of the county to pay the funeral expenses of 
five soldiers who died at county institutions and 
were buried by the Veterans’ Relief and Aid So- 
ciety.

Brinsley Piunkett Tells of the Arrange- 
ments for the Line, 

The morning of May 1 there will start from 
the Wellington Hotel the first of a line of six 
four-in-hand coaches which will be operated 
between that hostlery and the World’s Fair 
grounds every day until the great Fair closes.

Mr. Juttos Weoxman and other leading 
German Democrats complain not without 
some reason, as it appears, of the partiality 
of the Democratic organization for Irish can- 
didates.

THE GREAT AUDITORIUM DEMONSTRA- 
TION 


No mere political issue would have inspired 
the magnificent enthusiasm of the great citi- 
zens’ meeting at the Auditorium Hall last 
nicht in suppost of Mr. Allerton’s candidacy 
for Mayor.

The campaign is to be conducted on the broad 
issue of honest, economical, and efficient mu- 
nicipal government for Chicago. On that 
basis there is every reason to believe, after 
the successful inaugural meeting of last even- 
ing, the campaign can be carried to a tri- 
umphant conclusion. 

The meeting is but the beginning of gather- 
ings animated by the same high purpose and 
the same firm determination to win.

A BATCH OF OFFENSIVE ORDINANCES, 

The Committee on Gas, Oil, and Electric 
‘Lights reported back to the Council Monday 
night with a favorable recommendation four 
objectionable ordinances, each of them giv 
ing away valuable franchises and conferring 
the right to rip up the streets. They are in 
such shape thatthey can be taken up and 
passed whenever their promoters have secured 
the necessary number of votes—at the next 
meeting or any subsequent one. 

One of these ordinances grants to an un- 
known “capitalist” by the name of Henry 
Watson the right to lay gas mains in all the 
streets of Chicago. Probably this franchise 
is for the benefit of the Hyde Park Water Gas 
company, which has long been trying to in- 
vade the rest of the city. If not, then the or- 
dinance is a purely commercial one, to be 
bought through the Council and then to be 
used to blackmail the present companies. 
There cannot be anything honest about a new 
gas ordinance. If one is passed it works to 
the injury of consumers instead of their 
benefit. The Alderman who votes for one, 
with the record of past experiences before 
him, is a deliberate thief or a besotted ass. 

Another ordinance is for the benefit of the 
„Chicago West Division Gas company.” It 
has the backing of the President of the West 
Side Saloonkeepers’ Association, and is re- 
ported to be for a Cicero gas company which 
wishes to extend its mains into Chicago. The 
right to tear up all the streets is conferred by 
this ordinance. All that is said above relative 
to the Watson measure applies to this one. 

The third ordinance is one which was once 
defeated in the Council and recommitted, It 
is to authorize the so-called Morse company 
to lay conduite for electric wires in all the 
streets. When this measure was up before it 
was shown that it had no responsible backer, 
and no evidence was produced to prove that 
there was the least necessity for its passage. 
It is as devoid of merit now as it was then. It 
is purely speculative. In the near future the 
city is going into the electric lighting business 
far more extensively than at present. There- 


| fore it should not give away a single privilege 
-4 which will hava a tendency to interfere with 


the usefulness or profits of its own electric | 
lighting plants, He who votes for this Morse 
measure votes to defraud the city of its rights. 

Tho last ordinance is a comparatively small 
one, intended to give the right to furnish elec- 
tric lighting on certain streets north of Kinzie 
between Milwaukee and Western avenues. It 
is open tothe general objection that as the 
city is going into electric lighting on a large 
scale it should not tie its hands by making 
grants, no matter how small. 

Not one of these ordinances is defensible. 
Not one ef them will receive the vote of an 
honest and intelligent Alderman. A majority 
of the Council may vote for them, but never 
two-thirds, so responsibility rests on the 
Mayor as well ason the Aldermen.

RESULTS OF A BAD PRECEDENT. 

A week ago last Monday the Council passed 
an order instructing tae Mayor to close the 
city offices on St. Patrick’s day, declaring it 
alegal holiday, and directing the Mayor to 
review the procession in company with the 
Council. The order was an impudent and illegal 
one and should have been vetoed. The Council 
has no authority to proclaim legal holidays or 
to order the Mayor about. The latter was un- 
wise to approve instead of disapproving the 
action of the Council. 

The author of the order did not introduce it 
because of his affection for St. Patrick or to 
please the Irish. He did so simply to give the 
City Hall employés a holiday and make him- 
self popular with them. That was the sole 
motive of all those who were really in favor of 
the proposition. The City Hall offices were 
closed, to the great inconvenience of the 
public, who have some rights in the premises. 

At the last meeting of the Council a Ger- 
man Alderman submitted an order which 
he never would have dreamed of doing but 
for the precedent set a week before. This 
order instructs the Mayor to close all the 
offices in the City Hall today, March 22. 
which is declared a legal holiday because it is 
the birthday of the Emperor William L, “a 
day of commemoration with our German 
fellow-citizens.”” Of course it was passed, be- 
cause it never would do, especially with elec- 
tion only two weeks off, to refuse one nation- 
ality that which had been given without ap- 
plication—for the Irish never dreamed of ask- 
ing that the City Hall be closed on St. Pat- 
rick’s day—to another nationality. 

The passage of this last order has shown the 
Mayor that he made a mistake when he failed 
to squelch the first one. So in notifying the 
heads of departments of the order he directs 
them to close their departments to the trans- 
action of all except routine business. This will 
require the retention during that day of all em- 
ployés with whom the public have to do busi- 
ness. Therefore it will not be such an idle day at 
the City Hall as the employés hoped. It 
would have deen better had the Mayor vetoed 
the action of the Council instead of nullifying 
it, thus putting an effectual end to this extra 
holiday business. 

There is not one of the many races repre- 
sented here which isso poor as not to have 
some day which it holds in special honor. 
Animated by patriotic feeling each of these 
will demand at the hands of the Council the 
same measure of respect that has been shown 
the Irish and the Germans. The English will 
soon be heard from asking that April 23, which 
1s St. George's day, be made a legal holiday 
so far as the City Hall is concerned. The 
French will want the 14th of July—the day of 
the storming of the Bastile—duly commem- 
orated, The Italians will ask that some re- 
spect be paid to King Victor Emmanuel’s 
birthday or to the anntversary of the occupa- 
tion of Rome. Swedes, Danes, Norwegians, 
Hungarians, Spaniards, Poles, Bohemians, 
Greeks, Turks, Croats, Belgians, Hollanders, 
Scotch, and Welsh will clamor for recogni- 
tion. Nor can it be refused them without of-

It would be better for the 
Couneil to adopt an order at its next meeting 
declaring that it has made a mistake, that it 
has no to create legal holidays, and 
that the City Halt ought not to be closed ex- 
cept Sundays or days designated by the United 
States or the State of Illinois. 


CARLISLE AND THE WILDCATS, 
It is reported by the Washington Star that 
Carlisle expects to submit to the 
next session of Congress some financial prop- 
ositions that will form the basis of an agree- 
ment between Congress and the Executive on 
the financial problem. His plan is said to in- 
volye a complete reorganization of our finan- 
cial system. It will include a repeal of the 
law compelling the purchase of silver by the 
United States, and provide for a repeal of the 
State bank tax and the issue of currency by 
banks having State charters under the gen- 
eral supervision of the Federal Government— 
the security for the currency provided for un- 
der the laws of the State requirmg the ap- 
proval of the General Government, 

This scheme, thus outlined for Secretary 
Carlisle, if not by bim, would simply enact 
over again the old, wretched, pestiferous State 
wildcat nuisance. The thing would have a 
softer name, but in practice would be found 
to be the same old feline, the claws of which 
made deep and painful scratches on millions 
of people in the days it was permitted to exist. 
The national approval’ of State bank issues 
is plainly a humbug It is designed to throw 
dust in the eyes of the public and lull to a 
false sense of security the great mass of the 
people, who would find out too late they had 
been leaning on a broken reed when they sup- 
posed themselves safe in handling the State 
bank money backed by a security that does 
not secure, 

State bank money is really a violation of 

the spirit of the Constitution, if not ot its letter. 
The issuing of bills of credit by States is 
directly forbidden and tbe issue of State bank 
notes would be little else than whipping 
Satan around the stump.“ What right has a 
State to do by indirection what it is forbidden 
to do directly? Can a State Legislature 
authorize any Tom, Dick, and Harry to in- 
corporate themselves and ue bills of credit 
under State law and direction? Whatever the 
Democrats may say a State ‘bank circulation 
is palpably in violation of the spirit of the 
Constitution and probably 1 a violation of its 
letter, no matter what some partisan Supreme 
Court Judges may have once decided when 
State sovereignty ideas had submerged 
national sovereignty, The ruling referred to 
is no better zaw than was the Dred Scott de- 
cision, or decisions encroaching on the sover- 
eignty of the Nation, What national attribute 
or function is higher than that of coining 
money and regulating its value, or the issuing 
of legai-tender notes, or Treasury notes to 
pass as money? The idea of conferring upon 
a State this power in a roundabout way, by 
indirection, is monstrous. And even if the 
private State corporations of individuals were 
not authorized to force their trash on the pub- 
lic as a legal tender the circulating of wild- 
cat issues as money would practically amount 
to that very thing, while those too ignorant or 
too weak to refuse to take it would be the 
men and women who could least afford to 
stand the loss when the trash was recognized 
as worthless, : 
This country has had enough of the State 
bank note nuisance and needs no more of it, 
no matter what Soutiiern Bourbons may have to 
day in its favor, “A half century of State 
bank practice demonstrated that the issumg 
of notes impaired the whole value of those 
banks. The best of those institutions added 
to the distress and disaster of all panics and 
cranips and stringencies by calling in their 
loans and refusing discounts, in order to pro- 
tect their ability to redeem their notes. The 
weaker banks “busted up and did not try 
to redeem their circulation. In times of 
financial stringency the State bank money that 
was good was always unattainable, while that 
which the people could get hold of was worth- 
lesa, or on the way to be so rated. The best 
of it has been a nuisance and the worst of it 
a curse to the community. 

The scheme attributed to Secretary Carlisle 
would prove a most pestiferous thing if car- 
ried out. The people would find it, like the 
witches in Macbeth,” to speak the word of 
promise to the ear and break it to the hope. 
Is this one of the “‘ reforms ’’ the people voted 
for when they elected Cleveland? Did the 
hundreds of thousands of Republicans who 
scratched Harrison Electors and voted for 
Democratic ones do it because they wanted a 
reintroduction of State wildcat shinplasters? 
If they did not, and Tus Trisunsz believes 
they do not, then this Democratic administra- 
tion is going contrary to the wishes of those 
who placed it in power. It is contemplating 
the loading of them down with a rotten money 
system which would reénact all the bad finan- 
cial features of our history up to about thirty 
years ago.

REVISING THE REGISTRY. 

Without doubt the most important duties in 
connection with the registration of voters for 
the forthcoming election have to be performed 
today, tomorrow, and Friday morning by the 
clerks of election, acting as canvassers. On 
the efficiency with which those duties are per- 
formed depends the fairness and the honesty 
of the municipal election. 

Under the law the clerks are obliged to make 
a canvass of their respective precincts to as- 
certain whether tie persons whose names are 
on the registry live at the places indicated 
thereon. The clerks are to go together and to 
visit each number markeu in the registry and 
inquire if the voter lives there. If there is any 
doubt about the residence then it is the duty 
of the canvassers to leave a note addressea to 
the person marked as a resident in the regis- 
try at the place indicated as the residence, in- 
viting the voter to appear before the registry 
board between 6 and 10 o’clock Saturday aft- 
ernoon. A similar notice must be sent to the 
voter not accounted for through the mail. In 
some of the old residence previncts the work 
of the canvassers will be simple enough. 


But it will be different in the lodging-house | 


wards and in some of the new wards, In 
many of the lodging-house districts half of 
those who, voted there last fall have moved 
away. Notice should be sent to the residence 
of every one who has moved or who has 
died. The names cannot be stricken off the 
registry, until this is done. The clerks in the 
First. Second, Seventeenth, Eighteenth, and 
Twenty-fourth Wards have specially difficult 
and arduous duties to perform duties for 
which, by the way, they are not sufficiently 
paid. But having accepted the position of 
clerk they ought to perform its duties. The 
registry after revision should contain only the 
names of the voters. Every lodging-house 
should be visited. The investigation or can- 
vass should be carried on diligently. The 
clerks as canvassers are entitled to police pro- 
tection if they deem it necessary. The law 
provides that officers shall be furnished to 
them on application to the Superintendent or 
to the Captain of the district. 

If the work is well done today and tomor- 
row there will be many bogus names stricken 
off the list in the lodging-house wards. The 
clerks, it should be observed, are expected to 
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ue to be observed as legal hol-

DR. ALLPORT Is DEAD. 


THE QLD-TIME DENTIST PASSES 
AWAY EARLY THIS MORNING. 


Se Expires at His Home, No. 69 Maple 
Street, After an Iliness of Several Weeks 
Interesting Facts in the Doctor's Life 
His Early Experiences in chicago 
Honors Won by His Skill and Genius— 
A Progressive Character in His Pro- 
fession. 

Dr. W. W. Allport died at his residence, No. 


69 Maple street, at 1:30 yesterday morning. 


His condition had been somewhat better for a 
few days, and it was not until yesterday that 
the turn for the worse came. In fact, a few

days ago the physician had some hopes that 
the long attack of erysipelas might be con- 
trolled. The disease yesterday turned, and in 
the weakened condition of the patient he could 
not rally, but succumbed,. He was attended 
to the end by his family. 
Dr. Walter Webb Allport was born at Lorain, 
Jefferson County, N. I., in June, 1824. He 
was of English descent, and Sir James All- 
port. one of the greatest railroad men in 
England, and Dean Allport were his cous- 
ins. In 1844 he entered the office of Prof, Amasa 
Trowbridge at Watertown to study medicine. In 
1346 he determined to devote his attention to 
dentistry. and in 1853 entered the New York 
Dental College in the double capacity of student 
and demonstrator. He graduated from that in- 
stitution in 1953, removed to Chicago in 1851, and 
has practiced bis profession here ever since. He 
married Miss Sarah Maria Haddock at Water- 
town in 1347. De Allport's beginning in Chicago 
wal one.

with a newsp@per. and his chair he had rented 
from a barber, Hie earnings for the first two 
months were $20 and $39 respectively. A few years 
ago he discovered an old lady in one of whose

In 1858 Dr. Allport was elected President of the 
Western Dental Society: in 1860 he was elected 
the first Chairman of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation ; in 1865 he was elected President of the 
American Dental convention; and in 1886 he was 
elocted President of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation. In 1881 Rush Medical College conferred 
on him the bonorary degree of M. D., and for 
many years he was Emeritas Professor of Dental 
Surgery in that institution and in the Chicago 
Dentai College. He was the means of creating 
the dental.sé in the Ninth Interoational 
Medieai Congress which met in Washington in 
1837, and was made Vice-President of the section. 
He was one of thé organizers of tne Chicago 
Microscopical Society and for a long while its 
President. He was largely instrumental in the 
orgauization of the American Dental Association 
and in projecting the World's Columbian Dental 
Congress to be held in Chicago this summer, of 
which it was confidently expected that he would 
be the President. He was aiso the editor for two 
years of the People’s Dental Journal. 

Dr. Aliport was an accepted authority upon all 
subjects connected with dentistry, to which he 
devoted special attention, and he enjoyed the 
honor of having been the first dentist in the 
world to take advantage of the cohesive proper- 
ties of gold for the purpose of yestoring the front 
teeth to their original form when large portions 
have been lost by decay. This interesting fact is 
established by the report of a society meeting 
published ia the New York Dental Recorder in

HANUCAH CHARGED WITH FRAUD. 


He Is a Persian Who Has Been Collecting 
Thousand om Charitable Hebrews, 

It takes a pretty shrewd Asiatic to come 
over here and in three years swindle the Amer- 
ican public out of $100,000, but that is what 
Phineas Hanucah, a full-blooded Persian, is 
charged with doing. He has been collecting 
money from charitable Hebrews ostensibly 
for the benefit of the down-trodden tnembers 
of that race in Persia. Phineas traveled 
throughout the East securing cash and in- 
dorsements from nearly every prominent man 
he struck. His subscription books prove that 
collecting $200 a day was easy in New York, 
Baltimore, and other Eastern cities. In Chi- 
cago Phineas got $18 and an indorsement 
from Rabbi Hirsch. Then he made the fol- 
lowing collections:

14 to 16 Dearborn 
street asked P. M. King, manager of the 
Bureau of Information on Frauds, No. 113 
Fifth avenue, to investigate Phineas Hanucah. 
Phineas was fond of distributing a circular 
containing a strong indorsement of himself, 
signed by Isaac of Cincinnati. A 
telegram of inquiry sent to Cincinnati brought 
the following reply: 

Phineas Hanucab isafraud. Full particulars 
by mail. Isaac M. Wise. 

By the next mail King received a letter from 
Leo Wise, publisher of the American Israelite 
and son of Dr. Isaac M. Wise. The letter 
read, in part: 

Phineas Hanueah has no connection with my 
father, but came to this city two years ago and by 
means of letters swindled the people out of thou- 
sands of dollars. You will do well to cause his 
arrest on the charge of obtaining money under 
false pretenses, of on any charge which will 
bring about his incarceration until his victims 
can appear aguinst him. He is a dangerous man 
and does the cause of charity great injury. He 
seems to have left Persia bearing false creden- 
tials and by means of these procured genuine 
ones in this country. 

On the strétigth of these documents a war- 
rant was sworn out. Hanucah was arrested. 
He will be brought before a niagistrate this 
morning, but 4 continuance will be taken un- 
til next Monday, when, it 16 said, Dr.

Mise Davis is said to be the daughter of a 
wealthy merchant of that city, and it is al- 
leged that by his specious representations he 
became engaged to Miss Davis, and yesterday 
mailed her a valuable diamond ring. an-

The building is Known as the Hoag Manu- 
facturing Block and has a frontage of sixty 
feet on May street, with a depth of 125 feet. 
The following firms occupied the various 
floors of the building: 

First floor—W. H. Hoag, wholesale dealer in 
feathers and manufacturer of feather dusters. 
Second floor—Robert H. Johns company, makers 

fcrayon portraits and picture frame dealers, 

Third floor—J. W. Storey, lithegrapher and 

manufacturer of gummed labels. Fourth — 

M. J. McKay, dealer in stoves. Fifth and sixth 

floors—Clark & Pfister, paper box manufacturers. 

The fire started in the basement, it is sup- 
posed from a gasoline lamp. During the 
afternoon the cable of the freight elevator 
parted. and last night men were employed in 
mending it. It is said that a lamp which they 
were using set fireto a quantity of excelsior 
which was in the elevator and created a blaze 
which the mén were powerless to extinguish. 
The first alarm was quickly followed by a sec- 
ond, as the flamies were bursting through the 
roof and from the side windows ot the build. 
ing. As usual with this class of fires, a num.- 
ber of little frame houses nestled close under 
the towering walls of the burning building. 
Their occupants took to the street in a hurry 
and staid there, though there waé little dan- 


er. 
The most serious loss will be that of Clark 
& Pfister, who occupied the two top floors. 
Their premises were burned clear out and the 
safe and machinery dumped through the 
floor. Mr. Clark estimated his loss last night 
at $20,000, with only $7,500 insurance. 

It comes harder,“ Said Mr. Clark, be- 
cause we have just transferred gur stock and 
insurance from Nos, 421 to 423 West Lake 
street. At first we had only one floor, but a 
tew weeks ago we took another and bought a 
lot of new machinery and etock. We only 
finished the installation yesterday. Munger, 
Abbott & Co. placed our insurance, I don’t 
know in what companies. 

The building is damaged to the extent of 
$20,000 and is covered by an insurance of 
$35,000, The loss to the stove ce * of M. J. 
McKay will be $10,000, while J. W. Storey will 
lose $15,000, Both these losses are covered by 
insurance. Below the three upper floors the 
loss was by water. Rubert H. Johns will lose 
$8,000 by this cause atid W. E. Hoag’s stock 
of feathers is dameged to the extent of $7,000. 

W. E. Hoag, owner of the structure, said: 
„The building was constructed a year 0 
last fall and cust $37,000. Au effort was made 
to sell it aboyt a month ago, as we were hard 
up and needed money in our business, but the 
bargain fell throvgh. The insurance was 
from $30,000 to $385,000. Of this amount 
$20,000 was with Knott, Tuttle & wis. | 
think the insurance on the stock had run out, 
but cannot say definitely. We had between 
$5,000 and $6,000 worth. We had recently pur- 
chased a new supply of feathers, which were 
in the basement. 

Mrs. Hoag told of the efforts of her brother 
and another man to extinguish the fire which 
they discovered in the basement, when they 
suddenly found that they were locked in and 
burst their way out in time to see three men 
running out of the building. She added: 
„We have had hard luck and been obliged to 
occupy a cheaper rent as a residence and my 
husband had refrained frou. renewing all the 
insurance because he covld not spare the 


money.’ 

W. i. Allington, assistant manager for Rob- 
ert Johns & Co., said: We did a wholesale 
business only and employed forty hands. Just 
about 6 o’clock, after the hands had gone, I 
was in the rear patt of the second floor when 
I saw a light re inside the window shut- 
ters. I ran down-stairs and discovered there 
was a fire in the basement. I took a bucket 
and began to throw water down, and sume 
one there called out, That's right; keep on.’ 
Then I ran out to give an alarm, and when I 
returned the fire was burning se I could not 
get in. Mr. Johns’ stock and plant were 
worth about 000, and insured for a little 
more than half, I think. 

Soon after the outbreak of the fire the street

CHEROKEES MAY MAKE OBJECTIONS. 


Treaty Changes That May Prevent an Early 
Opening of the Strip. 

Wasurineton, D. C., March 21.—When the 
Sonate ratified the treaty for the cession to the 
United States of the Cherokee Strip it insert- 
ed therein a clause which provides that the 
compensation for the land is to be made in 
time payments in place of the requirement 
that the government pay cash, as was contem- 
platea in the agreement originally drawn up 
with the Indians. This modification of the 
treaty has not been accepted by the Indiana, 
but will be considered by their legislative 
body—the Cherokee Council—at a meeting to 
be held at the capital of the nation next Mon- 
day. The carly opening of the strip will be 
eutirely dependent upon the action of the 
council, for should it reject the modification 
of the treaty made by the Senate then it will 
be necessary for the matter to be again 
brought before Congress, While the officials 
of the Interior Department are making active 
preparations to open the strip, yet they say 
if any unusual delay occurs in the opening of 
the lands the responsibility will not rest with 
the department.

by means of cords on the principle of what is 
known in mechanics as the “ bow-drill.”’ 
These pen arms are hinged together at the 
writing point. 

Now, in case of eighty impulses being re- 
ceived, the eacapement will move forward or 
backward eighty steps carrying the drum, the 
direction correspun with that of the trans- 
mitting penvil, and in this case the motion im- 
parted to the receiving pen will be one inch 
in length. .Two wires are required to trans- 
mit the writing, each of whichis under con- 
trol of one of the silk cords, and connects 
with one of the electrical escapements in the 
receiving apparatus. The connections are so 
made that, if the sending pencil should start 


from the cénter of the writing. platen and 
describe a line to the right at an angle of 45 
degrees from the horizontal, only the right 
hand escapement at the receiving instrument 
would be operated. 

Fac-Simiie of the Writing. 

If the sending pencil should describe a line 
at the same toward the left the left es- 
capement at. the receiver would be influenced. 
If the line should bees vertical one, both of 
the sending drums would turn equally, and as 
a consequence the receiving escapements 
would be equally affected, producing à ver- 
tical line. In case that the sender describes a 
circle with his pencil, the receiving drums would 
each be acted upon exactly as are the send- 
ing drums, and the retultant of the two right 
angle —— properly adjusted to each other 
would be a circle. And when any arbitrary 
figure is made at one end of the line, the 
same figure is of course produced at the other 
end. So aceurately has this principle been 
worked out that not only is handwriting trans- 
mitted, but the actual characteristics of the 
writer's chirography are reproduced and an 
absolute fac-simile of his message is delivered 
by the distant iver. The small steps in

One of the most remarkable things about 
the teleutograph is that a person at the ro- 
ceiving instrument, being familiar with the 
mannerisms of the at the distant end, 
edn tell who is about to write by simply watch- 
ing the mptions receiving pen de- 
scribes betore it makes a mark or even touches 
the paper. Its eee is characteristic. 
Any man who can Write his name or make his 
mark has some peculiarities in grasping a 
n with which he himself is perhaps un- 
amiliar.

HIS CLAIMS TO THE TELEPHONE,

Their Treatment Causes Prof. Gray to Pre- 
serve All Telautograph Data. 

Prof. Gray has always disputed with Prof. 
Graham Bell the priority of invention of the 
electric telephone. It was in the years 1873- 
75 that he developed a system of electro- 
harmonic telegraphy for the transmission of 
sounds over the wires of a telegraph. He 
finally succeeded in sending a distance of 500 
miles nine different messages simultaneously, 
each having ite distinctive note and each one 
capable of beimg taken off at any number of 
intermediate stations by simply tunmg the 
receiver to the 1 note on which each was 
transmitted. By his method different mes- 
sages might be sent at one time and a tune 
complete in all its tones could be transmittea 
half a thousand miles and be distinctly audible 
at the receiver. 

The principle on which this harmonic tele- 
graph was built 1s the underlying principle of 
the Bell telephone and gives force to Prof. 
Gray’s claims to the original invention of that 
instrument. On the same day the two men 
filed applications for patents, Prof. Beil indi- 
cating his invention as “anew ana useful im- 

rovement in telegraphy, and Prof. Gray 

escribing his as “an art of transmitting 
vocal sound telegraphically. The patent was 
granted to Prof. Bell. Prof. Gray has never 
pushed his claim; indeed, he did not realize at 
the time of the invention what an all-import- 
ant discovery he had made and into what uni- 
versal nse it would come within a decade. 

When Prof. Gray began his experiments on 
an electric writing machine he rented a cot- 
tage near his home, fitting it up with an en- 


| gine and boiler room, an electne light plant, 


and a machine shop. There he worked out 
the great invention. On account of his ex- 
perience with the telephone he has been guard- 
ed about the telautograph, and from the very 
first day has kept a record of every experi- 
ment, —— and dated. To preserve that 
record he built a fireproof vault outside of the 
cottage. That vault contains the evidence of 
his work. 

“ The telautograph was not the result of a 
happy thought dreamed out in a night and 
put to work the next day, said Mr. Gray, 
“but is was an evolution. Starting with a 
fundamental idea, each step in the arrange- 
ment of parts—so that each would perform its 
work in the right relation to other parte—was 
— by a series of experiments. Hun- 

rede were performed during the more th 
six years of incessant work. It was a nice ad- 
just ment of science to machinery. It dealt 
with hundredths of inches and thousandths of 
sesonds. But, like everything else, when once 
thoroughly worked out it isa simple machine, 
when we consider what it does. 
First Machine in 1887. 


It was early in 1887 that Mr. Gray com- 
pleted the first machine from which writing 
was telegraphically obtained. receiving 
and sending apparatus was mounted on a 
table. The machinery of the receiving instru- 
ment was incased in a box set on lofty legs. 
It was constructed on the variable resistance 
plan, but no provision was made for raising 
or lowering pen or shifting the 
paper, these functions having to be 
performed by the receiving operator. On 
account of the numerous objections to any 
variable resistance system this principle was 
abandoned and the step by step principle 
adupted. On any variable resistance system 
where overhead wires are used changes in the 
atmospheric conditions so vary the resistance 
of the wires that the machines would nat be 
operative except when adjusted to suit the 
conditions of the wires at certain times. On 
the other hand, the step by step plan is a posi- 
tive one, and is, in fact, the principle on 
which the ordinary Morse telegraph is oper- 


The second machine was in Septem- 
ber, 1887, and completed 11 March, 1888, on 
this latter and better plan. The sending and 
receiving apparatus, were here placed on one 
table, each incased in a small box and each 
having its own reli of paper. In this instru- 
ment the peu arms were worked by means of

Not at First Successful. 


„As a businessman Elisha Gray was not at 
first successful, said one~of hia old friends. 
He contracted to build a gymnasium in 
Oberlin, and did build it. But just then the 
war broke out and most of the. students who 
had subscribed for i¢ went. into the army, and 
he was left in the lurch. I afterward heard of 
him as having charge of an electric bath in 
New Orleans; owing tothe mismanagement 
of his employers it failed, and he went back 
to Oberlin. There he was found around 
telegraph office of the business college, ar 
officer of which told him that the telegraphic 
world stood in peed of a. self-adjusting relay, 
and that he might make his fortune by in- 
venting one. In two weeks he had the relay 
ready. It did aot meet the expectations of 
his friends, but it served another purpose in 
bringing him to the notice of electricians. 
Soon afterward I discovered him in an elec- 
trical manufacturing company at Cleveland 
and Chicago as one of its Head men, 

Abvut the time of his arrival in Chicago he 
patented a needle atiaunciator for hotels and 
a similar machine for use in elevators. Soon 
afterward he made an ingenious iustru- 
ment for private telegraph lines, enab- 
ling an unskilled person to send messages 
simply by the fingering of keys similar to 
those on the modern 1h omg es machine. 

Prof. Gray was in 1869 the head of the elec- 
trical firm of Gray & Barton of Cleveland, 
afterward removing to Chicago. After the 


| great fire their business was consolidated in 


the corporation known as the Western Elec- 
tric Manufacturi company. In 1874 
he withdrew to give his whole time to the pro- 
tection of his patents on various electrical 
machines. He has not been otherwise idle in 
these succeeding years. Many improvements 
on the Bell telephons system have been worked 
out in his laboratories, ana his friends. prom-

Avoids Involved Devices. 


Prof. Gray has always in his work made it 
a rule to avoid involved mechanical devices to 
accomplish results. His deepest study is 
given to the development of instrumeats that 

ive the electricity 4 chance to do the work 
directly. His every effort is exerted to avoid 
intricacy and clumsiness in machinery. In 
1878 he was awarded the grand prize at the 
Paris Exposition, and was given the de- 

ree of Chevalier and the decorations of the 
Seaton of Honor by the French Government, 
and again in 1881 at the Electrical Exposition 
at Paris he was honored with the gold medal 
for his inventions, He the degree of 
A. M. at Oberlin College, and Was the recip- 
ient of the degree of Ph. D. from the Ripon 
(Wis.) College. For years he was connected 
with those institutions as non-resident Lectur- 
er in Physics. Blackman University gave 
him the d of LL. D. He is a member of 
the American Philosophical Society, the Soci- 
ety of Electrical Engineers of England, and 
the Society of Telegraph Engineers of Lon- 
don. He received an award and a certificate 
from the Centennial Exposition for his inven- 
tions in electricity. He is a member of the 
Calumet and Union League clubs of Chicago.
